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Mr. Gandhi ‘Walks To Political Oblivion, 


T has long been apparent that Mr. Gandhi is steadily losing power 
in India, and the sphere of his influence has been considerably 
lessened during the past yenr. His latest actions, which have been 
characterised mainly by a displiy of almost childless defiance of 
authority in any form, have weakened his position still further, and 
the opinion expressed in Congress circles “that he was deliberately 
walking to prison and to political oblivion” would seem fo be well 
founded. The Mahntma has practically no support for his new plan 
for individual disobedience — which had previously been rejected 
by Congress — and he invited the sentence of one year’s imprison- 
ment inflicted for his refusal to obey the restriction order that was 
made a condition to his release from a Poona gaol. Since his re- 
covery from his 21-day fast Gandhi has flaunted Congress and has 
disregarded the opinion of his followers. In scaling his own doom, 
the Mahatma is ignorng the futility of his resistances It is strange 
to find Congress adopting a more reasonable attitude than Gandhi, 
und the latter's intolerance is all the more reprehensible in view of 
the British Government's endeavours to improve the status of In- 
dia. The lot of the Government in an unenviable one, and it be- 
comes increasingly difficult to steer a safe, sane course through the 
fire of criticism from the extremists, such as Gandhi, on the one 
hand, end the Conservative die-hards at Home, on the other. The 
White paper proposals: are vigorously opposed by the Winston. 
Churchill-ord Lloyd group, who ‘have organised a strong campaign 
against Mr, Baldwin. Before Gandhi added further cornplications to 
the situation, the Secretary ‘of State for India, Sir Samuel Houre, 
was greatly concerned with the financial side of the Indian consti. 
tutional problem which, opponents of the White Paper conten, con- 
stitutes a permanent bar to the enactment of constitutional reform. 
‘The position is that the Provinces. not being sepnrate ecunon.ic 
units, must remain dependent upon Central Government finsnee; 
and that the creation of autonomous Provinces will be possible only 
when there has been a considerable betterment of central revenues 
~— in other words, when normal economic conditions are restored. 
As India now stands there is very little money to go round: while
